It is natural for the av erag e art-lov er,. who 
does not, as a rule, eare to dabble in theoreti­ 
cal reading , to g et his ideas of Wag nerian per­ 
formance from the practical ex amples that hav e 
come within tho scope of his own ex perience. 
But it should be remembered that, because this 
or that Hing er is famous in Wag uerian roles, 
arid has been hig hly praised by the master him­ 
self. it does not necessarily follow that he is a 
model of all the artistic v irtues that Wag ner 
prized. 
No more does it necessarily follow, be­ 
cause Wag ner v alued a tlue stag e-presence, g ood 
acting , distinct enunciation, aud correctness 
of rhetorical accent more than he did ting ing , 
in its purely musical aspect, that he did not 
v alue fine sing ing at all. 
Wag ner, like tho rest 
of us, had to put up with the best he could g et; 
the artists he had to do with were Germans, 
vv to, as he himself admitted, “ hav e, as a rule, 
1 ut little talent for sing ing .” The notion that 
'v ag uer cared nothing for line sing ing , and was 
willing , and ev en g lad, to dispense with it in 
performances of his works, seems to mo utterly 
without foundation. 
That he strong ly depre­ 
cated that somewhat foppish preciosity of sty lo 
which belong s to “ Bclliui-and-Donizotti opera,” 
and of which llubini was probably tne most 
perfect ex ponent, is true enoug h. 
But between 
this and the almost total absence of musical 
phrasing , the mere declamatory shouting that 
we hav e heard from souio loudly acclaimed 
sing ers in Wag nerian roles, here lies a consid­ 
erable distar.ee; and it is, to me at least, in­ 
dubitable that Wag ner’s ideal lay 80 ipewher<r 
botween those two limits. 
Frau Mater.’?.» once 
told me that Wag ner’s own sing ing of p'tssag ea 
in the tNibelung eu” and ‘Parsifal,” when he 
showed his sing ers how 'hia or that phrase 
oug ht to g o, as ha often had occasion to do at 
the Bay reuth rehearsals, was literally the dos- 
nair of all tho artists present.

Do th ey first breath e instile im m ortal senti­ 
m ents wh ich in after years enable ch oir names 
to defy th e front teeth of oblivion wh ile stop­ 
ping at one or our leading h otels? 
Did B um s 
aoak h is system with th o flavor and fragrance 
of th e Scotch h ealer wh ile riding on au ele­ 
vated railroad train? 
Bid any poet ever suc­ 
ceed in getting up close to nature’s great North 
American h eart by studying 
h er 
h abits at 
a $ 25 german? 
I trow not. 
Moreover, every 
ono wh o studies th e h istory of our groat 
poets and orators will trow 'likew ise. 
L ord 
Tennyson wrote better th ings before h e tried 
to divide h is attention between w riting poetry 
and being a lord.

we rem em ber th at it was a bed th at sagged in 
th e middle, and th ut it operated by means of a 
bed-oord wh ich h ad to be tigh tened and tuned 
up twice a week, and th at th e auger h oles in 
th e bedstead seemed ever to m utely appeal for 
m ore powder from Persia’s great pow der m aga­ 
zine, we will be forced to adm it th at William 
did not passionately love h is wife. 
I know th at Sh akespeare h ad been severely 
criticised by th o press for leaving h is family at 
Stratford wh ile h e h im self lived in Loudon, oviy 
visiting at h ome occasionly, but I am convinced 
th at h e found th at th ey could live ch eaper in 
th at way. 
Help in th e h ouse was very h igh at 
th at time in Ijondon, and th e intelligence offices

In th e full o f 1 8 75 M a jo r J o h n N . E d ­ 
w a rd s and r>r. M unford. of th e Kansas City

I t was fortunately a, blood­ 
le ss alrray. 
T he Chicago Trib u n e, 
which had a 
rep re sen tative on the field, ep itom ised the re ­ 
su lt in tjie following terse h e a d lin e : “Much 
B o un d , a little sm oke and nobody hurt." B ut 
th e p rincip als, according to the sam e autho rity, 
were terribly in earnest, and it was n o t th eir 
fa u lt th a t the e n c o u n te r failed of a sanguinary 
te rm in atio n . 
I>r. M unford was n o t M ajor E d ­ 
w ards s antagonist ; he sim p ly accom p anied th a t 
gentlem an on the field as a friend. 
The o th er 
duelist was Major E m ery 8. F oster, of 
St. 
Louis. 
ho cause of the trouble v/as in terestin g and 
rathtfr romantic. 
In A ugust of the year nam ed 
tho directors of th e fair of W innebago couuty, 
111., decided to m ake an effort to bridge the 
“bloody ch asm .” T hey th o ug h t it was a good 
tim e to bury w h at rem ained of the sectional d if­ 
ferences betw een th e N orth and South, an d in 
order to achieve th a t result, th ey invited Jeff 
Davis to op en th e fai;.- w ith a sp eech. 
This act 
of the directors raised a howl of indignation 
am ong the R ep ublicans of Illinois. The n e w sp a ­ 
p ers dubbed them a set of meddlesom e ninnies, 
a n d 
declared 
th a t 
tne ap p earanos of Jeff 
Davis at the fair would be an in sult to all the 
p a trio tic citizens of 
loyal state. 
Mr. Davis did 
n o t accep t the Invitation, bu t th e p ress con­ 
tin u e d to com m ent on the subject and several 
sections became fiercely ag ita ted over the re- 
m inip cjnses which th is inconsiderate action or 
th e WianeJjutro fair autho rities stirred up . 
The 
womeu/erf fcbecoa itry were in d ig n a n t over the 
courtc# y shown the arch-rebel, a nd they p ub- 
licaljfy condem ned those citizens of Rockford 
whq^conceived the idea of bringing him in their 
Zni<U|t. 
While the excitm enl was a t its highest 
h, th e St. L o uis 'lim es p ublished a red-hot 
itorial on th? Jeff Davis side of th e controversy 
in which occured the following p assag es: 
“We don’t blame the women of W innebago 
co un ty so m uch for the fury which p o s s e s s e d 
th em at; th e bare m ention of the nam e of Jeffer- 
son Davis. 
The hulk of them, no doubt, had in 
\ t h e s r houp ^sjat the tim e th e invitation w as e x- 
p ianos stolen from Mr. D avis’s M issis­ 
sip p i neighbors, and silver sp oons w ith nam es 
^ u p o n them as fam iliar to Mr. D avis's eyes as 
household words, 
and, while he was a gentle­ 
m an of too m uch good ta^te to seem by his m a n ­ 
n e r even to recognize tho fact, it’ w ould have 
been terribly m o rtifying to th e average of the 
In d ig n a n t dam es if, in accep ting an invitation 
to dinner or sup p er, he had chanced up on a 
house filled with th e sp oils or Sherm an's m arch 
to th e eea.” 
Major Foster, who was th en editor of the St. 
L o uis Even in g Jo u rn a l, 
regarded this utterance 
a*» a deliberate Insult to the mot hers, wives and 
eisters of the Federal soldiers, and he took up 
th e cudgels in tbeir behali'. He p ublisued a m au- 
ly, vigorous rep ly,in which he handled the Time;s 
w riter w ith out gloves. 
Saul he, in closing: 
“Tho sokbers who w hip p ed those cowards who 
In sult women into a dog-like subm ission should 
never forget th at they arc dealing w ith creatures 
incap able ot anyth in g but meauness. 
They 
should rem em ber th a t these m en who slander 
th eir m others are now asking th e p eop le of this 
country to ^ive them control of the governm ent, 
and, rem em berin': these things, the true men of 
the n o rth and of th e south, w h eth er Confeder­ 
ates or Federals, should unite as one m an t.o 
-savetiii' cortintry from such intolerable s.home 
an d dep redation. 
Federal soiklers ra n tru s t 
each other, and they can tr u s t former Confed­ 
erates when they p rove by t heir conduct th a t 
th e y are w orthy to be trusted . 
R ut as long as 
tho 
lo id -m o uthed 
braggarts 
keep 
th e m ­ 
selves I'Cfore th e p eop leoi both sections of tlie 
cour.try as rep resentat ives of p ublic op inion in 
tho sou! h, so iong will the southern p eop le suf­ 
fer by such leadership . 
When the true gentle­ 
m en o i the south take charge of her afiairs there 
will be no longer any feud to heal betw een 
Confederates and Federals.or betw een the north 
and the south. 
Su<:h a tim e will come but its 
com ing is retarded by such utterance as that 
found u to -day’s Times." 
Major Edwards, who w as editor of the St. Louis 
J)¡sp a teft, w as t^ e auth or of the article in the 
Tim es, t.nd his fiery n ature was stirred to its 
d ep th s by F o ster’s caustic rep ly. 
H e brooded 
over the m a tte r two days, his angor increasing 
every m om ent un til it reached such a stage 
th a t n o th in g but a meek ap ology or a resort to 
th e code could ap p ease it. 
On A ugust ‘J7;h 
he addrcsssd a note to Major F o ster com p lain­ 
in g 
of

offensive 
language

Jo u rn a l, 
and 
dem anding 
its 
w ithdraw al 
*nd

disavowal

to in sult him p ersonally. 
T his letter was 

R. Branch* :o whom 
F oster stated th a t lie did n ot liavo E dw ards in 
the rem otest view w hen he w rote the offensive 
article. 
R ut this did not satisfy E dw ards, and 
two days later, th e difficulty having increased 
in bitterness, Foster sen t him a letter rep ealing 
his statem ent, bu t refusing to w ithdraw any- 
ng while the T.'m.es editorial rem ained u n ­ 
qualified 
“I havo a mother, wife and sister," 
wrote Major Foster, “and was a p art of the arm y 
of the U nited S tates so unqualifiedly denounced 
by th at editorial as p lunderers and thieves. 
When th e languar - of th a t article, which is p e r­ 
sonally offensive to me, has been w ith d ra w n .it 
will be tim e for me to consider the m a tte r of 
m odifying m y rep ly to it.” 
This did not suit Major Edw ards, who was all 
¡Hetimes growing h o tter and hotter, and the 
ollov.-ing day he sent another letter to F o ster 
ieclarinir th a t his rep ly was un satisfactory and 
h a t he coustrned it as a refusal to do him an 
ct of common justice.

th e lattei declared th a t the language of th e Jo u r- 
n a l editorial.“rem ainiug unretracted, it p erp e­ 
tra te s and gives life to the in sult comp lained of, 
an d no disavowal of not meaning him [Edwards] 
can take away from its keen ed.;,e of malice.” 
T here v/as noth ing for it no -.vl.ntt to p roceed 
h th e p rep arations for a fight. R oth men 
were game, and each considered he had done alj. 
th a t a gentlem an could to avert hostilities. 
On 
S ep tem ber 2, eight days after Major F oster 
w rote th e objectionable article, Mr. B arnard 
drew up the term s of the duel, which were duly 
accep ted by Colonel Branch. 
The agreem ent 
was as follows ; 
“This un d erstan d in g is arrived at between 
Colonel H. li. B ranch and W. D. W. B arnard as 
th e rules chat shall govern in the m a t t i r of a 
hostile m eeting between Colonel John N. 3 d - 
wardfi and E m ory S. Foster, the said Branch 
rep resenting Coione!

for the Trib u n e. 
Now, a "m eeting,” *n the o rd i­ 
nary sense, about a hundred miles from Chicago 
did 
n o t 
usually 
dem and 
the 
of

rep orter. 
and 
rep resentative, 
not-’ 
l.aving 
been 
made 
acquainted with the blood-thirsty character of 
th is p articular gathering, felt liku consigning 
the d isturber of his m o rn in g ’s slum bers to 
fdieol. 
At this critical jun cture, however, the 
late Samuel J. Medill, then m anaging editor of 
the !In b n n e , 
ap p eared and was inform ed ot the 
strange request. 
Mr. Medill 
conferred w ith 
Mr. B arnard in p rivate for a w hile and then 
!irB 
w ith beam ing face to th e m em ber of his 
stair, and s a id : 
“T h a t’s all right, m y boy; the 
m eeting s a duel! Go along w ith them and give 
it for aH it s worth." I t was lucky th a t Mr. Me- 
<ini was up early th a t morning, since the p encil 
oi ills rep o rter secured to the country an e xte n d ­ 
ed descrip tion of one of the m ost rem arkable 
duels of m odern times. 
Both p arties left Chicago for Rockford, on the 
sam e train. 
Tnis was th e Trib u n e rep orter's 
lirst exp erience in aiTairs of th is kind, and he 
was n aturally curious about the ap p earance and 
conduct of tn e men who had ap p ealed to the 
code for tho p reservation of their honor. 
He do- 
scribed Major F oster as “a m an of m edium 
sta ture and rath er slightly built, lio has a p leas­ 
ant, intellectual face, aud th a t quiet, steady de­ 
m eanor which m arks the man of rare courage. 
He conducted him self w ith ereat self-p oRses- 
slon. 
There was nothing in his m an ner to in d i­ 
cate th a t anythin g outside of the ordinary run 
oi his affairs was to occur. 
H is challenger. Col­ 
onel E dw ards, is of a more nervou3 te m p era­ 
m ent, and kep t moving about as though labor­ 
ing und er great excitem ent. 
He is about tho 
same heighth as Foster, but slim m er built. 
Ilis 
hair is sand-p ap ered in the new est stylo, and he 
wears a light m ustache of considerable p rop or­ 
tions." 
On arriving at Rockford, Colonel R ranch sug ­ 
gested th a t the p arty should drive out :nto the 
woods, near the Wisconsin line, so that all con­ 
cerned m ight skip into th a t state and evade 
tho Illinois autho rities after the battle. 
B ar­ 
nard would n ot aeree to this. 
He held th a t th e 
challenging p arty had no right to p rop ose a 
change in the p rogramme, and th a t any request 
for a change was equivalent to a refusal to 
light, and he would dem and an ap ology for his 
p rincip al. 
An ap ology from E d w ard s was out 
of the question, however. 
R arnard w ithdrew 
his p rop osal, which, the rep orter is careful to 
state, did not arise lro m an v w aning courage on 
E d w ard s's p art. 
“Colonel Edw ards," he com ­ 
m ented, “is too m uch of a soldier to scare a t a 
few p istol shots, w hether aim ed at him self or 
anybody else.” 
, 
While aw aiting the comp letion of the a r­ 
rangem ents, F o ster talked freely w ith the new s­ 
p ap er man 
He was not-in tiio least nervous, 
but “bore him self like a m an who had tried ev­ 
ery m eans of m aking up the quarrel, bu t was 
driven into a p osition from which he could not 
retire w ithout fighting.” He had accented the 
challenge to save him self lrom street brawls. 
E dw ards a n d he had been w arm friendf. before 
th is m isunderstanding, and ,ti;e Trib u n e man 
co ncluded th at th e fight w as m o te of a p olitical 
than a p ersonal character. 
At 3 o ’clock in the afternoon, the seconds 
agreed to drive five miles o ut of Rockford on the 
Beioit road and have th e m eetin g in some se­ 
cluded sp ot. 
The E dw ards p arty started off in 
a hack, th e un d ersta n d in g being 
th a t they 
would wait half an hour for the other? after 
driving the stip ula ted distance. 
In the event of 
the challenged p artyinot ap p earing at the exp ira­ 
tion of th a t tim e, the fact was to be regarded as 
an evidence of cowardice an d Major E dw ards 
would be justified in casting any reflection he 
chose up on Foster's m anliness and courage. 
At 
th is p oint, Dr. O'Reilly ca ne near eiving E d ­ 
w ards the o p p ortunity of stigm atizing his a n ­ 
tagonist. 
as 
a 
coward. 
As 
th e 
tim e for 
the 
fight 
drew 
near 
the 
doctor d is­ 
p layed 
the 
w hite 
feather. 
He 
had 
consulted a lawyer as to the degree or culp ability 
which would attach to him in casa ho officiated 
at the duel, and was scared alm ost o ut of nis 
boots when he learned th a t it would be equally 
guiltv with the p rincip als un d er the Illinois 
statutes. He avowed h s determ ination to wash 
his ha ids of the affair, and d ep art at once for St. 
Louis. 
This chicken-hearted t.iuouncem eut 
was received w ith amazement. 
B arnard tried to 
rem on strate w ith th e tim orous doctor, but he 
p rotested th a t he would not go on the gory field 
of battle and thereby jeop ardize his liberty 
and 
sacrifice 
his 
p rofessio’ •\l 
p rosp ects. 
F oster was disgusted w ith the 
i ’s cowardice, 
and hotly said he w anted no surget n —a rem ark 
which was also as p rop hetic as the one E dw ards 
p reviously drop p ed un der different 
circum ­ 
stances. 
B arnard, however, whose m ind was 
full of ghastly w ounds and shattered limbs, 
would no t p roceed w ithout a doctor. He fairly 
forced O’Reilly into the carriage and told the 
driver to go ahead. 
The doctor's tim id ity had 
given the other p arty a good h alf-hour’s start, 
and b’oster and his second were fearful of being 
behind time. 
The driver was p rom ised $100 
if he caught 
tp 
w ith th e 
other carriage, 
and 
th us 
stim ulated, 
he 
urged 
his 
horses to th eir fullest sp eed, and overhauled the 
E dw ards p arty ju s t as they h alted at an e sti­ 
m ated distance of five miles from Packford. 
The sp ot where the halt was called was 
a 
shaded valley with a w inding stream run n in g 
through it. 
The seconds held another c o usun a ­ 
tion and w ent in search of a p lace tar enough 
from the road to be safe from intrusion. 
They 
re turn e d in a few m in utes and notified the p rin ­ 
cip áis of th eir success. 
The liackmen w ondered 
w hat was in the wind, but they had not the e n ­ 
terp rise to satisfy 
th e ir 
'curiosity. 
They 
p referred staying w ith 
th eir vehicles 
and 
ascertaining w hat was in a susp ieious-looking 
black bottle which Mr. B arnard had shrewdly 
left lor th eir insp ection. 
The p ersons w ho went 
on the field wore Jo h n N. Edw ards, the chal­ 
lenging p rin c ip a l; H. B. Branch, his second; 
» lames Montgomery, surgeon; 
Dr. 
Munford. 
K ansas City Tim es, friend; 3-Ir.torv S. Foster, 
p rincip al; W. I). W. Barnard, second; P. S. 
O'Reilly, surgeon, ap d Joh n W, Postgate, of the 
Chicago 1 rib tin e, friend, and historian of the 
fam ous fight. 
T hs field of battle was adm irably ada-otecl for 
th e p urp ose. 
I t wys in a dell two hum .red feet 
lrom the m ain road,’ a clum p of t rees comp letely 
h id in g it from view, and f*ffordin& if cool shade 
for the duelists and their i'rien^i*. 
Horses and 
cattle grazed p ea jofully in the vicinity: birds 
p erched 
calmly 
on 
th » sp reading brauhcs 
of i he trees and p oured forth a flood of melody 
w hile off in the distance was beard tho m erry 
w arbling of a p re tty maid m ilking her cows, one 
of which strayed into the dell, glanced tim o r­ 
ously around w ith its large, m ournful eyes, and 
then turn e d talc an d fled w ith a do'efui bellow. 
B ut the duelists wfere not coueerned w ith the r u ­ 
ral beauty oi the scene. 
T heir tho ug hts were 
in te n t on stern er top ics. 
T h e y's a t tw enty 
yards ’p art, conversing in low tones w ith t heir 
comp » njons, while the seconds exam ined the 
deadly p istols and the surgeons unp acked their 
instrum en ts, threw off th eir coats and rolled up 
their sleeves ready for action. 
The p rep arations for the encounter took some 
time. 
Colonel Branch handled the m nrderous- 
looking revolvers as though he were in love 
with th eir death-dealing mission. 
“L et us p u t 
in 
an e xtra 
charge,” 
w hisp ered 
Barnard. 
“Agreed!” said B ra n c h ; “we m ight as well make 
a good job of it while we are about it.” 
And 
the second p oured into cach barrel an overdose 
of 
villainous gunp ow der 
and 
ram m ed the 
leaden bullets home w ith great susto and vigor. 
B arnard sm iled at the zest w ith which Branch 
eutered into th is p art of his duty. 
It was not 
a frolicsome smile, but a smile in which c u n ­ 
ning an l anxiety were equally blended. 
It was 
gone 
before 
the 
p istols were 
loaded and 
Branch declared him self 
ready to m easure 
off 
the 
ground. 
Tho 
seconds 
were 
both tall m e n aud able 
to m ake tw en ty 
p aces 
mean

Branch was a trifle th e ¡taller, but 
when the seconds step p ed out togother it was 
n o t ic e d that; his righ t foot came down several 
inches w ith in the resting p lace of B arnard's 
p edal extrem ity. 
The la tte r was evidently bent 
up on p uttin g his best leg forward, and hr com ­ 
p elled bis com p anion to stride well in order to 
keep abreast of him. 
The p ositions were north 
and south, and m arked by a short stake driven 
in the ground. B ranches of trees were cleared 
out of the way, so th a t n eith er p rincip al m ight 
iuiure him self in falling. B arnard tossed a nickel 
for choice of p osition an d won. 
W hen infoim ed 
of his victory, F oster said he had no p reference. 
E dw ards chose tho south end of the ground. 
The p rincip als divested them selves of their 
w atches and other articles which might- turn a 
bullet, an d declared them selves ready for the 
fray. 
Before they took up p osition, however, 
the surgeons and frleudo were requested to re­ 
lieve them selves of their p istols, a p recaution 
against a general melee in case either p arty felt 
him self aggrieved. 
Dr. M unlord w as the only 
one “who had a p istol on his p erson. He took it 
from his hip p ocket and p laced it in his g rip ­ 
sack which he had carried w ith him to the 
ground. 
E dw ard s and F o ster had not recognized one 
another by word or look while these om inous 
p relim inaries were being arranged. They did 
not even exchange bows or bid each other fare­ 
well when p laced in p osition by the seconds. 
The conditions of the fig..t were read over to 
them and they severally acquiesced therein. E d ­ 
w ards requested B arnard to articulate the words 
“Are you ready? 
One—two—three” in a d is­ 
t i n c t m anner, so as to p revent any un p leasan t 
liaste or p rem ature ^firing. 
Both m en a t this 
p oint averred the rep orter, disp layed marvellous 
nerve. 
F oster was sm oking a cigar unco n­ 
cernedly. 
The seconds shook h ands w-ith th eir 
p rincip als and handed t hem the loaded wrap ons. 
Branch an d B arnard retired to a safe distance at 
the side of'.their man, each having a p istol w ith 
which to p unish any infringem ent of the code. 
All was ready for tho word of comm and. Foster 
a n d E dw ards faced each other in the ap p roved 
slanting a ltitud e w ith p istols p ointed to the 
ground. 
B arnard cleared his th ro at and in a 
few seconds 
came 
the 
words, 
“Are 
you 
ready?" 
in 
sharp , 
d istin ct 
tones, 
and 
then, 
after 
a 
p ause. 
“One—tw o —” 
B e f o r e the word “throe” could be utte red the 
duelistB fired alm ost sim ultaneously. 
The s u r ­ 
geons each looked anxiously to his m an exp oct- 
in^hixn to fall, but n eith er was wounded. 
“A 
littlo high I" exclaimed Foster, as soon as he 
fired 
E d w ard s was visibly angry a t th e blood­ 
less result of the shots. 
He dem anded another 
shot in a loud voice. 
“Is th a t your firm resolutio n/ asked Colonel 
Branch. 
“Yes,” rep lied E dw ard s e xc ite d ly; "it is just 
as I told you before we came on the field; 1 will 
go 
on 
if 
it 
takes 
a 
th o usan d 
s h o ts ;” 
and 
w ith 
this 
bloodthirsty 
rem ark 
he 
sat down on the grass. 
Major F oster declined another shot. 
He was 
not anxious gore vou. Shots had been exchanged, 
aud the honor of the challenged p arty vindicated 
and lie did not care about fighting to the death. 
B arnard w ent to the other end of the ground to 
reason w ith E dw ards, who was heard to s a y: “I 
have a d m itted &*» m uch as 1 can do—1 have re­ 
ceived no satisfaction to take back with me to 
St. Louis." B arnard would not receive th is as a 
final answer, however. H e ep oke softly to the 
irate 
duelist, who calmed down un d e r 
his 
m odifying 
words, 
and 
finally 
agreed 
to 
th e 
susp ension 
of 
hostilities 
and 
a reconciliation w ith his r.ntagonist. 
He threw 
his revolver to one bide, walked rap idly over to 
F o ster who was coolly aw aiting the issue, p is ­ 
tol in hand, and shook hands. 
Then followed a 
season of m utual congratulation, and it was i n ­ 
terestin g rem arked the T n b vn e rep orter, to see 
* 
sudden disp lay of brotherly love by the men 
th is I 
. , m inutes p reviously had faced eac hoth 
The genial ” — 
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Rockford and left shortly afterw ard for Chicago 
° 4n a . ¿relKht train. 
R arnard and he w anted to 
give themselve* up to the '•'jthorities, but they 
were 
out-i'cunselled 
by their friends, who 
Was no U8e raising more fuss in view 
o£ the bloodless outcom e of the battle, 
attp ruia,.,.« ! ♦ .lom 
Dr. M unford sen t a brief disp atch 
♦ hr- 
i 
associated p ress giving the outlines of 
! th e trouble and the result of the exchange of 
shots. 
In the semi-ap ology for the bad m arks ­ 
m anship disp layed on botli sides, he stated th at 
th e y w’ero “line sh ots”—an exp lanation which 
caused a great deal of m errim ent in St. Louis, 
w here the secret of B arnard ’s smile during the 
p rocess of loading the revolvers soon leaked 
out. I t seemed th a t E d w ard s’s second did not 
know the effect of overloading a Colt’s navy, and 
th a t B arnard cunningly suggested 
an extra 
chaise, know ing th a t the muzzles would jum p 
up w ard when the p owder exp loded. Heoce th a t 
p eculiar sm ile when Branch bit at the p rop o­ 
sition and rem arked th a t they m ight as well 
make a sure job of it. 
The duel caused great excitem ent in Rockford 
and th roughout the state of Illinois. 
R obert P. 
Porter, who was general utility man on the 
Rockford Ga zette, at the time, got out an extra 
on Sunday m orning with th e aid of the Trib u n e 
m a n ’s cop y. 
P orter was carried away w ith the 
sensationalism of the occurence, which he de­ 
scribed as “the greatest p olitical event since the 
war.” 
Citizens were more ind ign ant than ever 
w ith the directors of the co unty fair. 
They d e ­ 
m anded tho p un ishm en t of all the p articip ants 
in th e duel. The state's attorney took the m atter 
up , and subp oenaed everyone susp ected of w it­ 
nessing, 
or 
know ing 
a nythin g 
about 
tho 
ailair 
before 
th e 
grand 
jury. 
It 
soon 
ap p eared 
th a t 
Postgate, 
the 
7 n o u n e 
rep orter, was tho only citizen of Ill­ 
inois who was p resent at th e fight, A nubp oena 
was issued for him , but beforo it could be 
served, he had accep ted an in vitatio n of M ajor 
r oster to visit St. Louis. 
Postgate was finally 
indicted for aiding and abetting F o ster and E d 
wards in th e duel. 
He surrendered him self at 
Rockford and was p laced un d er $3,000 bail, 
l h e s ta te ’s attorney offered to quash the in ­ 
dictm en t against him if he would turn sta te ’s 
e\ lrtence so th a t the p rincip als and seconds 
could be tried and convicted. T his th e rep orter 
refused 
to do, and it 
was owing 
to 
his 
refusal th a t E dw ards, Foster, M unford and tho 
rest were not taken to Illinois on requisition 
an d tried for th e crime of dueling, the p unish- 
i for which is several years in flic p enitentiary 
and the forfeiture of all rights of citizenship . 
As there was no other way of cap turing the p rin ­ 
cip als, seconds, friends an d surgeons, tho case 
against the rep orter was al!owred to drop , since 
it was deemed injudicious to try a m an who a t ­ 
tended the meeting p urely for new sp ap er cur- 
p oses. 
The duelling p arty had a narrow escap e from 
being arrested before the fight took p lace. Then 
m ysterious actions round th e hotel at R ock­ 
ford, and th e Inquiries of Dr. O'Reillv about 
sp ecial and freight trains, to Chicago, aroused 
the susp icion of the chief of p olice, who went to 
the banks and warned them th a t a gang of des­ 
p erate burglars was in town. 
He was requested 
to have the susp icious characters w’atched, but 
he lost track of them after they drove out on the 
Reloit road and failed to connect wit h them af­ 
terwards.
